He cham 
pioned the stand of the league in 
both cases, affirming that the out- 
come had been a victory for pease. 

Purely International 

“Tho league is there to deal with 
international relations, not with e- 
lations effecting the ational nd- 
ministration of any country,” Vis- 
count Ceci! explained. He asse-ted 
that “no objection can ‘bo justly 
raised to the British action” regird- 
ing Egypt, which he said was not an 
international matter Englas:i's 
offer after the controversy to «y 
before the council of the league a 
full statement of her action in Egypt 
he deciared to be “‘one of the most 
striking testimonials to the prog:ess 
of the idea of international uniry. 

The speaker listed the activities of 
the league, calling attention to the 
fact that in the first eight months of 
1924, seventy-six international con- 
ferences had invt in Geneva H 
praised especially the league's action 
in taking up health questions and in 
warring against epidemics and the 
drug auestion. It must yet attack 
the traffic in women and chilidrca 
end the publication of obscene lit- 
erature. 

After dweiling on the politica! dis- 
putes arbitrated before the league, 
Viscount Cecll spoke of its work in 
the rehabilitation of Austria und 
Hungary and tis success 'n backing 
the Greek loan. 

As to Dawes Plan 

He declared that although th: 
Dawes plan was devised entircly 
without the sphere of the league, it 
was founded on principles similar to 
those advocated by the league. “To 
my mind,” he suid, “what 1 hopa wiil 
be the great success of the Dawes 
schemes is just as much a result of 
the new international conception for 
which Woodrow Wilson stood as any- 
thing that has been done by 
league itself.” 

Treaties signed by various central

Disarmament, Viscount Cecil said, 
was one of the outstanding problems 
yet to be solved. 

“Certainly it is @ paradox of a 
startling chvracter.” he asserted, 
“that we should recognize that the 
dealing with such things as cocaine 
and opium is so dangerous to hu- 
roanity that it ought to be the sub- 
ject of International control, but we 
liave made very Httle effort so far 
to supervise even in the most ¢le- 
mentary way, the international trade 
in instruments expressly designed to 
siaughter and mutilate our fellow- 


jueh. 
Many Difficulties 
“Disarmament is the goal to which 
all intelligent lovers of peace must 
desire to tend,” he gaid, “but the dit- 
ficulties In the way are prodigious 
und it will need all the new spirit of 
which I have spoken to secure suc- 
cess. ‘Do me the fact that the prob- 
lom je taken seriously and is now be- 
ing grappled with is tn itself an im- 
mense encouragement and I look 
confidently forward to substantial 
advances being actually 
the next few months."
